Honorable members of the

with all parts of the Empire, has 
sustained in the death of our late 
beloved sovereign, King George V 
The sorrow so universally express- 
ed is but one of the many evi- 


his late Majesty was held by all 
men and nations. 

In no part of the King’s domin- 
ions has the sense of national and 
personal loss been more deeply felt 
than in Canada. King George's 
patience and wisdom, his example 
| of courage and devotion to duty, 
throughout a reign of unparalleled 
anxieties, will be held in all our 
memories as a great heritage. 

I join with you in extending pro- 
found sympathy in their bereave- 
ment to King Edward VIII, Her 
Majesty Queen Mary, and all the 
members of the royal family. 


PERSONAL AFFECTION 

Toward the new King, there al- 
ready exists, on the part of the peo- 
ple of Canada, a feeling of per- 
sona] attachment and affection, oc- 
casioned by His Majesty's visits to 
this country, and the many friend- 
ships and wide acquaintances form- 
ed during the years he was know! 
| to us all as the Prince of Wales. To 
| these sentiments will now be added 
in increasing measure those of loy- 
alty and devotion. 

I am profoundly sensible of the 
great honor of having been chosen 
as the King’s representative in

OTTAWA, Feb. 6. — Finance, 
constitational reform, social teg- 
islation and measures to deal 
with unemployment problems 
are expected to feature the gov- 
ernment's sessional program to he 
presented in the speech from the 
throne which Lord Tweedsmatr 
will read at today's opening of 
partiament. 

Reform of the election laws has 
also been under consideration but 
since there is unlikely to be an 
occasion for using this machinery 
for several years there will be no 
pressing need of action at the 
forthcoming session. 

TAX REDISTRIBUTION 


With a gross current year de- 
ficit on all accounts of probably 
more than $125,000,000, Finance 


Minister Dunning will not hope to 
be in a position to attempt a bal- 
‘anced budget in the first year but it 
is known his intention is to bring 
about this condition in as short a 
time as possible and all depart- 
ments have been so advised. No tax 
reductions are anticipated although 
there may be a redistribution of 
taxes. 

Reference will be made in the 
speech to the reciprocal trade 
agreement reached with United 
States last November and notice 
will be served that parliament 
will be asked to approve and 
ratify that treaty, as well as an- 
other statute supplementary to it, 
dealing with the exemption up to 
$100 on goods brought back by 
Canadians travelling in United

imperial parliament. 
UNEMPLOYMENT BODY 

One of the first measures to come 
up will be the necessary statute 
empowering the government to cre- | 
ate a national commission on un-| 
employment and relief. It had been 
intended to set up this commission 
at the first of the year but Prime 
Minister Mackenzie King decided 
to await the approval of the neces- 
sary legislation and appropriations.

Other legislative forecasts in the 
Breech will deal with merging of 
government departments.

‘PROBE HEARS 
HOW OFFICER 
KNOCKED OUT 


Constable Who Rescued 
Felled Companion Him- 
self Struck Down 


REGINA, Feb. 6.—Evidence to in- 
dicate that the constable that re- 
scued the senseless body of Detec- 
tive Charles Millar, the city 
policeman who wes slain in the 
Dominion Day riot, from the rioter 
was himself knocked senseless by 
a blow was heard at the riot inquiry 
Wednesday afternoon. 

The constable in question was 
Alexander Hill, now a détective, 
who identified a uniformed man in 
a Leader-Post photograph of the 
riot as himself. In the picture he 
is standing over the fallen Millar, 
while several rioters, armed with 
gd and missiles, run up to attack 

im. 


RECEIVED BLOW ON HEAD 


Hill testified he received a blow 
on the side of the head as he was 
dragging Millar away. He remem- 
bered nothing more about it until 
he came to his senses in the police 
Station garage, still on his feet. 

Millar, seriously injured, was in 
the garage, too, and police do not 
know how he was brought in, or 
by whom. Another constable, G. 
Anderson, went to Hill’s assistance 
in this incident, and himself was 
“knocked out.” He. did not remem- 
ber anything until he came to his 
senses sitting on the fender of a car 
in the garage. 


MEDICAL TESTIMONY 


Chief Justice Brown, chsirman 
of the inquiry, saying that he 
thought it “quite a possibility” that 
Hill could have dragged Millar in 
without being aware of it, suggested 
that medical testimony be brought 
to clarify the problem. “A man 
can go on,” he thought, “instinc- 
aad and have no recollection of 
it.” 

Constable Hill said he ran out 
of the police station when he saw 
Millar on the ground, on his knees 
with his head bowed, with a half 
dozen or dozen men around him. 
These men backed away when Con- 
Stable Hill rushed out, and he 
caught the fallen man under the 
armpits, as shown in the Leader- 
Post picture, which has been furn- 
ished the inquiry as evidence. 


DIDN'T REMEMBER 


“I may have brought him in,” 
was all that Constable Hill could 
say about how Millar was taken to 
the police garage, “but I don’t re- 
member.” 

Besides Constable Hill, witnesses 
yesterday were Sergt: Thos. Logan, 
who was cross-examined on his 
evidence given in the morning ses- 
sion; Detective-Sergt. Ewen McDon- 
ald, Sergt. Donald J. Matheson, all 
of the Regina police force; and Geo.

Elapse Before Ruling is 
Given—Appeals to Privy 
Council Will Follow. 


OTTAWA, Feb. 6—The supreme 
court of Canada reached the end 
of the tong constitutional refer- 
ence Wednesday, reserving judg- 
ment on validity of the last of the 
eight federal statutes which have 


solid weeks. 

Tt will be a month or six weeks 
before judgments are delivered and 
in ahy event there will be appeals 
to the privy council in England, 
either by the Dominion or prov- 
inces, depending upon the supreme 
court's decisions. 


STUDY 500,000 WORDS 

It wil] be necessary for the six 
judges to study 500,000 words of 
legal argument before rendering 
judgment and reading scores of 
case precedents cited by the oppos- 
ing counsel. From the beginning to 
the end there were hundreds of 
dusty law books read in part. 

The eight laws were as follows: 
Section “488A of the Criminal Code, 
Dominion trade and industry com- 
mission act; employment and social 
insurance act; weekly rest in indus- 
trial undertakings act, minimum 
wages act, limitation of hours of 
work act, natural products market- 
ing act, farmers’ creditors arrange- 
ment act. 


VALIDITY ATTACKED 

In a general way, the provinces 
attacked validity of each of the 
eight laws, but sometimes not from 
the same angle or to the same ex- 


tent. The Dominion argued each 
statute was constitutional as a 
whole. 


Quebec and New Brunswick at- 
tacked every law as an_ infringe- 
ment of provincial legislative fields 
as established by the British North 
America Act. Ontario and British 
Columbia attacked only clauses of 
section 498A and the Trade end In- 
dustry Act. 


LAWS ATTACKED 

All provinces, including Mani- 
toba, Saskatchewan and Alberta, 
attacked the laws establishing mini- 
mum wages, eight-hour day and 
weekly day of rest on the basis par- 
liament had no power to invade 
provincial rights on the pretext of 
implementing treaty obligations. 
Ontario, however, admitted parlia- 
ment could have passed the legisla- 
tion on the “peace, order and good 
government” provisions of the B. N 
A. It was the only province to 
make the admission, which was-re- 
peated in relation to unemployment 
insurance, 

The Insurance Act was attacked 
by Ontario, Quebec, British Colum- 
bia and New Brunswick, with the 
western provinces taking no sides. 
The provinces split the same way 
on the Farmers’ Arrangement Act, 
but British Columbia took no sides 
on the Marketing Act, leaving On- 
tario, Quebec and New Brunswick 
to attack it. 


NAZIS AIM TO 
BLOCK RIOTS 


BERLIN, Feb. 6—The German 
government acted to forestall anti 


semitic riots last night after de- 
manding the Swiss government 
“discover and prosecute those be- 
hind the murder” of Wilhelm Gust- 
loff, Nazi leader in Switzerland. 

Gustloff was assassinated Tuesday 
in Davos by David Frankfurter, a 
Jew. 

Dr. Goebbels, minister of propa- 
ganda, forbade all Jewish cultural 
organizations, such as_ theatre 
groups, to meet until further notice. 

In an official communication 
through its minister to Berne, the 
Nazi government called the slaying 
“a serious affair, which without a 
doubt was a political murder.” 

Jewish circles here expressed 
fear the killing would spur the 
anti-semitic campaign. 


Three Western 
Provinces Get 


5-Year Census 
OTTAWA, Feb. 6—While the cen- 
sys of Canada is taken once every 
decade, the law provides that the 
three western provinces are en- 
titled to a census every five years. 
The reason for this is that in past 
years the prairie provinces grew so 
rapidly they would have suffered 
injustice in the matter of provincial 
subsidies, which are based on popu- 
lation, if the census were not more 
frequent than once every ten years. 
It is understood that this year, 
in view of the extreme restriction 
of immigration, the Dominion gov- 
ernment has opened negotiations 
with the prairie provinces, looking 
to avoiding the cost of a census at 
this time.

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PEACE PARLEY 


TURNED DOWN 


Motion for Peace Round 
Table Defeated in Bri- 
tish House 


LONDON, Feb. 6.—The House of 
Commons turned down Wednesday 
a proposal to sponsor a new inter- 
national peace conference but af- 
firmed its confidence the govern- 
ment will “take all practicable 
steps to promote international pros- 
perity.” 

The suggestion for a peace round 
table came on the motion of George 
Lansbury, 77-year-old former 
Labor leader, and was defeated 228 
to 137. 


AMENDMENT PASSED 

An amendment which eliminated 
the conference proposal but kept 
the language of the original reso- 
lution on the “futility of war” and 
“grave concern of world-wide pre- 
parations for war” was offered by 
Paul V. Emrys-Evans, Conserva- 
tive. It passed 207 to 125. 

Viscount Cranborne, parliament- 
ary undersecretary for foreign af- 
fairs, said preliminary examination 
of the problem of an international 
conference has already been start- 
ed “but we cannot fix a date until! 
circumstances favor further nego- 
tiations.” 

The last world economic confer- 
ence, he said, was a failure because 
the world way ..ot prepared for it. 
If another were called “it would be 
not only unforiunate but disas- 
trous,” he declared. 


NOT TO BANG DOOR 

Lord Cranborne asseried the gov- 
ernment had no intention of “bang- 
ing the door” on the declaration of 
Sir Samuel Hoare, former foreign 
minister, at Geneva, regarding col- 
lective examination of economic 
problems. The general aim was 
“international agreement which will 
remove from nations the incentive 
to pile up armaments and establish 
the peace of the world on a sure 
foundation,” he said. 

The government would adopt no 
policy which would impair the 
British Empire or injure its pros- 
perity. The government believed 
international discussions on econ- 
omic problems were immensely 
valuable and might play an import- 
ant part in the solution of the dif- 
ficulties. But it was an exceed- 
ingly complex question and should 
be handled cautiously.

GAS MIXTURE 
IN MINE AIR 


LETHBRIDGE, Alta., Feb. 6.— 
of air taken from the 
Coalhurst mine of Lethbridge Col- 
lieries Limited while the mine fan 
was running showed a highly ex- 
plosive mixture of methane gas, 
District Mines Inspector J. B. de 
Hart of Lethbridge testified Wed- 
nesday before the judicial inquiry 
into the disaster of Dec. 9. 

Sixteen miners were killed in a 
mysterious explosion at the Coal- 
kurst mire, which officials and 
miners considered gpasless. 

Inspector de Hart told the in- 
quiry under Mr. Justice H. W. Lun- 
ney that he had taken four samples 
of air from the mine Dec. 27 and 
sent them to Ottawa for analysis. 
The analysis report showed the 
quantity of methane gas in one 
sample was negligible, in another 
was highly explosive and in the 
other two was so rich it was above 
the explosive limit. 

Captains of rescue crews who en- 
tered the mine following the ex- 
plosion were heard during the 
afternoon but little new evidence

EDMONTON BULLETIN IS FOR IT 
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THE “BACKWARD ONES” 

The International Labor Office at Geneva 
reports that in all the countries for which fig- 
ures are available, the numbers of those regis- 
tered as unemployed are smaller than a year 
ago—with the exception of Bulgaria, France, 
the Netherlands and Switzerland. 

These countries are die-hard  adher- 
ents to the gold standard which the world 
has long sinee abandoned. They are paying 
the price in lost markets and unemployment for 
their fidelity to a lost cause; hoping vainly that 
the nations will some day return to the ancient 
superstition. 

Apparently the rulers of these countries 
have forgotten the story of King Midas— 
starving because he wanted to turn everything 
he touched into gold. 


NO GROUND FOR EXEMPTION 

A Calgary alderman wants the city to bill 
the Provincial Government for taxes on the 
property occupied there by the liquor control 
branch and the provincial telephone system, 

Edmonton's council should take parallel 
action, and invite the Government to pay, as 
any private concern would have to pay, on the 
property where its liquor sales store is oper- 
ated. 

A kind of argument—pretty thin and un- 
convincing—can bé made that the Government 
should be free of city taxes in respect of 
property not used for revenue-producing pur- 
poses, Since the vendor’s branch is run for 
profit, and is making richer profits than any 
other business enterprise, there is no shadow 
of reason why it should not pay. 


STILL OUT OF BALANCE 

The claim is made, and is probably true, 
that some debtors have taken advantage of the 
Agricultural Industry Stabilization Act and the 
Debt Adjustment Act, and have not tried to pay 
their debts, 

Against which it may be claimed with truth 
that some creditors have, in the absence of such 
legislation, exacted the last penny that could be 
wrung from honest but unfortunate debtors, 
turned them on to the road and.left them to 
drift into relief lines. 

These Acts, which may be faulty in many 
particulars, were not passed to shield dishonest 
debtors but to curb rapacious creditors; and 
were passed because it was believed to be 
necessary to curb them. The hope behind the 
restraining laws was that if debts were carried 
as they stood for a time, conditions would im- 
prove and leave both parties in much the same 
position as when the depression tightened 
down, 

The times have not improved to that extent 
yet, and show little sign of reaching the much 
to be desired state of balance until interest rates 
are brought down into line with reduced farm 
earnings, 


ALBERTA’S UNIVERSITY 

There are 1673 students taking courses at the 
University this year, more than in any previous 
year. 

The continuing depression is no doubt in 
measure responsible for that. If hard times 
have kept many students away, they have 
caused others to take courses who would in 
other circumstances have found profitable em- 
ployment and gone out into business from high 
school. Balancing one against the other, the 
University has probably gained more students 
than it lost; which may be set down as one 
good result of adverse conditions which have 
few other claims to credit. 

A notable fact is the steadily growing num- 
ber of students who come to 'Varsity from other 
provinces and from points outside the Dominion. 
This is assurance that Alberta's University 
holds a high place in the estimation of people 
outside the province, 


Universities are common in these days, and 
financial reasons urge a student to go to the one 
nearest his home, usually in his own province 
or state.

Ear Noises May Prove 
Troublesome . 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY ’ 


Doctors divide symptoms Into two classes, 
putting in one class those symptoms which are 
readily observed by a person other than the 
patient and putting into the other class those 
symptoms which others are, unable to see, hear 
or feel, but which the patient describes as be- 
ing present. Swelling is an 
example of a symptom be- 
longing to the first classifi- 
cation inasmuch as swelling 
is quickly noted by the eye 
of the observer, while pain 
is an example of a symptom 
belonging to the second 
classification. When the 
patient says he is in pain, we 
have to take his word for it. 


This industry has been sheltered under a 
protective tariff running up to 148 per cent. 
If it can’t do business without subsidies of that 
magnitude it would be cheaper to buy the plant, 
lock it up permanently, distribute its employees 
in other lines of work, and let the consuming 
public buy rayon at one price instead of two 
and a half.

The curse of excessive protection is that the 
favored ones come to think it is a right, and not 
a favor at all, that they should be allowed to 
exploit the public.

The type most frequently reported is 
Ear noises are not 


sounds, 
similar to a dull roar. 
apparent to others and the patient is the only 
one who hears them. 


Ear noises may occur in one ear alone or 
may occur in both ears, They may be present 
only once in a while or may bother the patient 
continuously. Unquestionably they cause the 
patient a great deal of mental distress. It is 
not unusual for the patient to spend consider- 
able sums of money in a vain attempt to banish 
these disturbing and annoying noises in the 
ears. 


rested but inevitably return when he becomes 
tired. 

The medical term used to describe these 
various sounds is tinnitus aurium and they may 
accompany high blood pressure; chronic catarrh 
of the middle ear and other forms of ear dis- 
ease; migraine headache; anemia; neurasthenia; 
or may be causeti by the pressure of wax on the 
ear drum. Once in a while, ringing sounds are 
produced by the taking of quinine. However, 
the two chief causes are high blood pressure 
and an excess of mucus within the ear due to 
catarrh, 

The immediate irritation which produces the 
throbbing noise is due generally either to high 
blood pressure or to an accumulation of 
catarrhal mucus. Whether the symptom is 
caused by blood pressure or mucus pressure, the 
patient actually has something which is irritat- 
ing the nerve of hearing. 

In a large proportion of the cases coming 
under my observation, the patient has been able 
to reduce the annoyance caused by ear noises 
through following a fasting and dieting regimen 
and in many cases the use of a right diet and 
other relpful measures has brought about a 
lasting disappearance of the symptom. I have 
received reports by mail of many patients who 
were greatly helped in the same way, which 
further strengthens my belief that relief from 
ear noises can be found. 

Inasmuch as roaring in the ears is very 
commonly present as one of the earlier symp- 
toms in those disorders which lead to deafness 
it is important that treatment be undertaken to 
return the ear to normal before deafness in- 
tervenes. During the time that you neglect 
tinnitus or ringing in the ears, you may be 
slowly growing more and more deaf. 

I strongly suggest that those of you who 
have ear noises, send for my article on the sub- 
ject, which you may obtain by writing to me 
and enclosing ten cents and one large self-ad- 
dressed envelope. The article will provide you 
with further information which I trust you will 
find helpful. I also suggest that at the same 
time, you ask for some general dietetic sug- 
gestions, as it is frequently found that the pat- 
ient with ear noises has been following an un- 
suitable diet which has caused a digestive dis- 
turbance. The digestive interference will in 
turn induce a tendency to catarrhal inflam- 


“mation of the nose which spreads up to. the 


middle ear by way of the Eustachian tube. 
The middle ear must be rightfully considered 
as an accessory cavity of the nose and catarrh 
of the nose may easily affect the middle ear by 
simply extending along the tube which con- 
nects them.

Unless something unforeseen 
happens Pierre Francois Casgrain, 
M.P. for Charlevoix-Saguenay, 
will today be elected Speaker of 


the new House of Commons— 
elected because, although a nom- 
inee of the ministry, his sclection 
must be made by the House itself, 
a formality since the ministerial 
majority is large enough to over- 
come any opposition even if it 
were proposed. That is wherein 
the commons differs from the 
senate, where the Speaker is a 
nominee of the ministry, a wise 
constitutional provision not 
thought of by the Fathers, since 
there is now a tremendous Con-

EFFICIENCY? 

Editor Bulletin: This is the 
limit. I can stand it no longer. 
I just got to give somebody 
Hail-Columbia. 

For nearly four months now 
I have had toothache. At first I 
did not take it seriously, But it 
persisted, not every day of course, 
only most of the time. Finally I 
went to the provincial outdoor 
clinic. You see, I am one of those 
unlucky ones that have had next 
thing to no income for five years, 
been on partial relief for three 
years as a transient. 

Nurse Young promptly ar- 
ranged for a date at the Univer- 
sity hospital for my wife and my- 
self, as we' both needed some 
teeth extracted and some re- 
paired, subject to approval by the 
relief department. This was Jan. 
4th, On Monday the 6th, a friendly 
clerk of the department referred 
me to a superior officer, who in 
turn took me to Gould, I believe 
is the name. According to this 
gentleman, I had to go and see 
Mr. Brown, secretary of Strath- 
cona M.D., as I had lived there- 
abouts for over 3 years, The de- 
partment:had no funds for fixing 
teeth—-I am not sure if it had 
any for mere extractions. 

So I visited Mr. Brown. He 
could not act without the consent 
of councillors, Council would 
meet next Friday. At the ap- 
pointed time I appeared. My let- 
ter of explanation was read; ques- 
tions were asked. Then one of 
the councillors duly moved, “That 
we do not consider the case.” His 
wife needed her teeth fixed too 
and I presume he inferred that 
they could not afford it either. 
So that’s that. I did not feel] like 
fighting the case with the M.D. 
The ratepayers had not asked me 
to come and live amongst them. 
They did not really owe me any- 


| thing, nor I to them. The superior 


governments do. 

Back to the clinic I went on 
Jan. 15. Could they arrange for 
extractions without so much red- 
tape? We were willing to let the 
repair-work go, but even at that, 
an order was needed from some- 
where. So I phoned to Mr. Schole- 
field of the relief department, as 
I know him quite well. I had 
better come to the offiee again. 
There I was met in a rather dry ; 
official manner. I presume it 
would not do to be too friendly 
to a reliefer. Possibly one might 
lose a job if he showed too much 
sympathy. He would write to 
Mr. Brown and let me know by 
mail. I am still looking for the 
mail. 

Today is Feb. 4. Again my teeth 
remind me in no uncertain man- 
ner that all is not well. By this 
time I had been twice at the 
clinic, twice at the relief depart- 
ment, twice at the M.D. office, a 
total of about fifty miles walking. 
My patience is at an end. There 
is a society to protect animals 
against cruelty by men, but there 
seems to be none to look after 
man’s inhumanity to man, official 
red-tape and buck-passing. To 
me it is not a question of who is 
going to pay the bill, but of how 
to get rid of or repair our decay- 
ing teeth, I would gladly pay for 
it myself if this world had sense 
enough to engage me at work 
with a little pay in it. 

I am going out today to see if 
I can find a dentist kind-hearted 
enough to do the job first, and 
see where the money is to come 
from after, And I am going to 
try to give this sort of thing a 
little publicity. It may not do 
me any good, but may help some- 
one in the future. Why should 
we suffer for weeks and months 
until hard-boiled officials can 
decide who is going to pay the 


bill?

Shipping annuals give prominence to the fact that as a result 
of the Cunard and White Star amalgamation, a substantial fleet 
of trans-Atlantic vessels has been turned over to the ship-break- 
ers. Vessels of magnificent proportions, full-powered, equipped 
with every comfort and many luxuries, still strong, fast and sea- 
worthy, and not so long ago regarded as great trophies of human 
achievement, they have had to be scrapped because the publie 
taste in travel has changed. 


The vessels are the Mauretania, Adriatic, Albertic, Calguric, 
Doric, Homeric, Laurentic, Olympic, and Majestic. As a spare 
vessel the Majestic may be kept ready for use a while longer, but 
her regular operation has ended. At least fifty million dollars 
has vanished. 


The only two White Star liners surviving are the motorships 
Georgic and Brittanic. By some strange sidewind in public taste 
‘passengers prefer motorships to steamships; and the Georgic and 
Brittanic run, with full lists in competition with larger, faster 
steam vessels running with only partial passenger lists. 


It maybe due to the genera] familiarity with the automobile 
engine on land, and the record of smooth, effortless transport by 
motor. Passengers may have come to believe that motor success 
on land will be duplicated on the water. Whatever thé réason 
the fact is that passengers want motorships; and the effort to get 
them to travel by steamship involves costs of construction and 
operation which can never be covered by earnings.

OBTAIN MONEY IN ENGLAND — 
IN EXCHANGE FOR WHEAT TO 
REFUND SCHOOL DEBTS, PLAN 


CALGARY, Feb. 6.—Refunding or 
school districts debts by money ob- 
tained from England in exchange 
for Alberta wheat was suggested in 
a@ proposal accepted here Wednes- 
day by delegates to the annual con- 
vention of the All@rta School Trus- 
tees’ Association. 

Canadian financiers did not want 
goods in payment of money lent to 
Alberta, the resolution declared, It 
said cheaper money was needed for 
school financing and England need- 
ed wheat. 

The convention decided the prov- 
ince should be asked to borrow 
money at the lowest rate of inter- 
est possible to refund money bor- 


| rowed in the past on debentures for 


school buildings in order to reduce 
the tax burden of carrying on the 
schools. 

The motion urged that the “new 
money be borrowed from England 


lower than can be obtained in Can- 
ada as wheat can be exchanged as 
payment from Alberta.” 

Restoration of government grants 
to the 1921 basis of $1 a day for each 
room in rural schools and $4 a day 
for each room in high schools was 
asked in another resolution fav- 
ored by delegates. It urged. that all 
grants be paid according to the ieg- 
ally authorized teaching period of 
200 days.

Macaroni with tomatoes and 
dried beef is a fine luncheon dish. 
It should be served with a crisp 
lettuce or cabbage salad and a cus- 
tard dessert. 

Scrambled eggs gain zest and 
interest by the addition of dried 
beef. Frizzle the chipped beef in 
butter in frying pan before adding 
milk and eggs and proceed as usual. 

Mushrooms make an _ effective 
garnish for creamed dried beef. 
Perfectly creamed dried beef with 
a border of broiled mushrooms is 
worthy a place on any luncheon 
table. 

Two cups milk, 1 tablespoon 
cornstarch, % cup sugar, % tea- 
spoon salt, 2 eggs, 10 or 11 prunes, 
% cup boiling water, 1 tablespoon 
Sugar, 2 teaspoons lemon juice, 4

Remove pits from prunes and 
cut in small pieces, Combine with 
water, 1 tablespoon sugar and cook 
in double boiler until soft. Scaid 
milk, mix and sift cornstarch, salt 
and sugar and slowly add scalded 
milk, stirring constantly, Cook in 
double boiler for twenty minutes. 
Add yolks of eggs slightly beaten 
and cook a minute longer. 
prunes and cool. Turn into a serv- 
ing dish and chill. Beat whites of 
eggs until stiff, adding powdered 
sugar gradually. Beat in lemon juice 
and pile roughly over pudding be- 
fore serving. 

Dried apricots, dates or figs can 
be used in place of prunes. Use 
about % pound of dried fruit. I 
gave you the number of prunes 
because I thought it would be eas- 
ier than weighing them.

Dummy's Ace won the 
trick. The J of Spades lost to the K, 
Another club was led and lost to dee 
clarer's K. A second round of trumps 
captured all outstanding spades. A low 
diamond was led from declarer’s hand, 
Some North players at once put up 
their Ace. Others did so on the second 
round of diamonds, after declarer had 
re-entered his hand by means of a 
trump and again led diamonds through 
North. In either event North won & 
single diamond trick and East won 
two tricks in the suit. The final lead 
always was left in dummy, and a heart 
was led. At two tables, which we will 
designate as A and B, the Ace of 
hearts won the eighth trick. North 
held the K-5 of hearts, only. At table 
A, North played low when the Ace 
won, then he took the second heart 
trick with his K. 

Mr. A North was in a predicament. 
He held only the J of diamonds and 
the 9-8-6 of clubs. Neither declarer 
nor dummy held either a diamond or 
a club. When North led @ minor suit 
card dummy ruffed and declarer dis- 
carded his last heart, just going game 
through North's apathy. At table B, 
the Ace of hearts went on the eighth 
trick, but North seeing that he could 
not save game if he won the next 
trick, underplayed his K of hearts, As 
a result declarer had to lose the ninth 
and tenth tricks to South's two top 
hearts, and went down a trick.

Fort Vermilion, northern Alber-

the meanest temperature of the en- 
tire province. Hudson’s Hope fol- 
lowed closely with 48 below and 
a half dozen other points had read- 
ings in the low forties. 

The breath of the  ice-capped 
Yukon country whistled its wintry 
way across Canada today, laying 
temperatures low with a barrage of 
cold from British Columbia's inter- 
ior to the Maritime provinces. 

The cold wave centred far up in 
the Arctic reaches.

SUGAR BEETS 


Delegation Claims Insuf- 
ficient Return For 
Work 


Establishment of a commission to 
probe all phases of the sugar beet 
industry within this province, to} 
determine whether manufacturers 
should pay aneincreased price for 
their products, was requested by a 
delegation of suger beet growers 
that interviewed Premier William 
Aberhart and members of his cab- 
inet on Wednesday. On hearing the 
representations, the premier de- 
clared that the government would 
take the matter into consideration. | 

In submitting their argument, 
growers stated that skilled laborers 
were seeking an increase in wages 
at the rate of $4 a ton. The present 
rate is $18 a ton. It was claimed 
that if the sugar beet producers 
were forced to pay the higher scale 
of wages, they would be unable to 
continue beet growing operations. 
The delegation also stated that they 
had to take their troubles to the 
manufacturers on various occasions, 
but they had not obtained any in- 
crease. 

Growers also stated that if a} 
commission was appointed and an 
investigation held and if it was 
found that the manufacturers were 
unable to increase the price to the 
growers, they were willing to abide 
by this decision. 

Replying to questions regarding 
skilled laborers, the growers 
pointed out that the skill in har- 
vesting and slicing of sugar beets 
was necessary if the loss from this 
operation was to be reduced to a 
minimum.

which opened on Thursday after- 
noon. Forecast of this activity 
was given in the Speech from the 
Throne, delivered by His Honor

The Speech from the Throne’ also 
urged that “some definite action 
should be taken by you through 
which capital may be made avail- 
able to our citizens in building and 
rebuilding programs in the towns 
and cities of our province. Too 
many restrictions are interfering 
with capital investments.” 

Confirmation of an earlier an- 
nouncement by Premier Aberhart 
that a “measure leading to the for- 
mulation and adoption of a plan 
based upon the principles of Social 
Credit will be submitted for your 
consideration.” 

Some consideration will be given 
to the improvement of public health 
services and a review will be un- 
dertaken of provincial hospitaliza- 
tion, municipal health contracts, the 
Workmen's Compensation Act and 
other legislation.

CITY’S WATER 
PLANT UNDER 
DISCUSSION 


Edmonton Engineers Given 
Outline of System and 
Working 


“Treatment of Water” was the 
subject of a paper given by Alex 
Ritchie, superintendent of the “e*/ 
monton power plant, before a 
meeting of the Edmonton Branch | 
of the Engineering Institute of 
Canada, held at the Macdonaid 
hotel this week. 

Mr. Ritchie introduced his sub- 
ject by giving a synopsis of the 
progress made in the way of im- 
proved methods for the purification 
of water during the last forty 
years. The knowledge of the sub- 


ject has been greatly increased by 
a number of engineers and chem- 
ists all over the world. The stage 
has now been reached where the 
public expect and demand the best. 

The speaker then dealt with the 
Edmonton plant, tracing its growth 
from 1910 to the present day. In 
1910, the plant consisted of a sedi- 
mentation basin and six wood-tub 
filters. Additions have been made 
at different periods, and today, Ed- 
monton boasts of an efficient puri- 
fication system. Mr. Ritchie pre- 
sented a layout plan of the present 
plant to show the progress of the 
water from the time it was taken 
into the pump pit and delivered 
into the city mains. 


EDMONTON WATER 


The Saskatchewan River, from 
which Edmonton draws its water 
supply, has a wide variation in 
flow, and is therefore subject to a 
large amount of turbidity at differ. 
ent stages. The water-shed of the 
river covers considerable area, and 
the purification of the water pre- 
sented several problems. In 1926 a 
start was made to study these prob- 
lems. A model basin was con- 
structed and experiments carried 
out to decrease the turbidity of the 
water. A system of settlement by 
artificial sedimentation with coagu- 
lation was developed. Prior to 1934, 
no research work was carried out 
for taste and odor in the water. 
Since that time, a qualified chem- 
ist had been employed and experi- 
ments have been carried out to re- 
move certain tastes and to impiove 
the color of the water. From these 
tests, the system of purification was 
changed in the plant and the de- 
sired results obtained. The speaker 
read the research reports and siow- 
ed graphically, the results obtained 

Figures were ‘quoted to show the 
cost of the different treatments. 

An interesting discussion followed 
the presentation of the paper.

Colorful and Unique Gran- 
deur Starts Olympic 
Games 


GARMISCH-PAR TENKIRCHEN, 
Germany, Feb. 6-—Facing some 
1,500 fannéd, robust, expectant ath- 
|Jetes, Chancellor Hitler opened the 
fourth Olympic winter games amid 
@ scene of unique grandeur todey. 

The Nazi chieftain spoke in Ger- 
man the words prescribed for the 
opening ceremony by the 
national Olympic Committee: 

“I proclaim open the winter 
Olympic Games of Garmisch-Par- 
tenkirchen, celebrating the fourth 
winter Olympiad of the modern 
era.” 


COLORFUL SIGNAL 

Simultaneously a German army 
bend played the Olympic hymn, all 
church bells of Garmisch-Parten- 
kirchen pealed, the flames of the 
Olympic fire soared heavenward 
from a gigantic steel tower next 
to the ski jump, a signal division 
of the German navy hoisted the 
Olympic fiag and salvos of cannon 
shots thundered from the mountain 
heighis and reverberated and re- 
echoed from valley to valley 

The chancellor was officially wel- 
comed at the gate by Count Baillet- 
Latour of Belgium, president of the 
International Olympic committee, 
and by Dr. Ritter Von Halt. presi- 
dent of the German organizing com- 
mittee. 


GREETED ATHLETES 


These two presidents conducted 
their distinguished guest and his en- 
tourage to the balcony of the Olym- 
pie club house, where Hitler greet- 
ed the members of the diplomatic 
corps who had come from Berlin 
to see the representatives of their 
respective nations match athletic 
prowess. 

The Olympic teams marched into 
the Stadium, Following the time- 
honored custom, the Greeks, 4s 
originators of the Olympic idea, 
came first. There followed, in or- 


delegations from Australia to Vere- 
ingte Staaten Von Amerika (United 
States of America), and finally 
those of Germany, the host. 

As each delegation, clad in some 


distinctive winter sports garb, 
marched by the German chief of 
state and the Olympic officials, its 
standard bearer lowered his national 
flag. while a battery of German 
artillery on the Kochel mountain 
op: te, fired a salute.
